Local draft board officials have not yet received any official 
communications from Washington concerning a radio report heard 


Tuesday night that students now 


in college would be permitted to 


complete the semester for which they had enrolled, regardless of 


their current draft standings. 


McCoy welcomes 
students to campus 


“We are happy to welcome 
more than 200 freshmen to jun- 
ior college, and hope that you will 
take advantage of all the educa- 
tional opportunities offered here,” 
stated director of the junior col- 
lege, John H. McCoy, in a salu- 
tation today to incoming students. 

“Although the college has been 
severely handicapped as a result 
of depleted enrollment because of 
the war situation, we are looking 
forward to better days with the 
start of this new year,” he con- 
tinued. 

“We hope you will become well 
acquainted with campus condi- 
tions and inform your friends, 
parents and relatives as to why 
they should vote October 30 for 
adequate college facilities. 

“Please make it a point to drop 
in to the director’s office at your 
earliest convenience in order that 
we may become acquainted. 


The story heard by many of the 
men students has created a furor 
of rumors on the campus. Some 
students have hope that they will 
be able to continue with their col- 
lege education, feeling that by 
February Congress may _ take 
some action to halt drafting. 

Immediate reaction on the cam- 
pus, if the official ruling follows 
soon, will be to relieve Coach Bill 
Cook of the football worries that 
he faced last year. No longer will 
key athletes be taken away from 
the squad on the eve of crucial 
games. 

College enrollment is also ex- 
pected to remain higher than it 
did last year when most of the 
men were called from their classes 
before February. 

The Selective Service ruling 
states that college men will be 
permitted to finish the semester

Lost! Four Million Dollars 


In the past ten- years the city of Santa Ana has lost 
$4,000,000. This is the money that would have been spent 
here if the plan for a new jaysee had been carried out 
when it was first proposed. 

On the assumption that every local student spends at 
least $15 a month and every out of state student $40 a 
month, there is no doubt that, with a new campus, $400,- 
000 would have been spent in Santa Ana every year. A 
new college, such as the one proposed, could easily ac- 
commodate 2000 students. 

In the past the arguing and bickering has been due 
largely, not to whether there should be a new plant or 
not, but to comparatively minor details, such as cost and 
location. Several sites have been suggested, but there has 
always been enough opposition to delay and postpone 
until the projects were abandoned entirely. 

At the polls on October 30, Santa Ana will again be 
given a chance to provide a college campus befitting a 
city of'this size. There have already been too many de- 
lays. Opportunity knocks until its knuckles are sore, and 
no one answers.
